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Three Million More : 
Men for Britain 


London, Oct. 17.—‘‘Great Brit- 
ain needs 3,000,000 more men by 
spring.’ 

This declaration was made to- 
day by Brigadier-General Sir 
Eric Swayne, director of recruit- 
ing in the northern command, in 
a speech at Hull. 

General Swayne estimated that 
Germany still had between 9,000,- 
000 and 10,000,000 men from the 
ages of 18 to 45 and that there- 
fore it is useless to talk about 
wearing Germany out. 

In the spring, said he, Germany 
would have tost more men than 
the allies which would balance 
the. number of the allies’ and the 
central powers, but if Great Brit- 
ain should raise 3,000.000 ad 
ditional Germany probably would 
recognize that it would be use- 
less to continue. Great Britain, 
he added, did not want compul- 
sion, but unless 3,000,000 more 
men were recruited by' the spring 
the military authorities could 
not be responsible for the war 


MORE’ MEN AND YET MORE

J] ask you' men of all 
elasses to come forward volun- 
tarily and take your share in 
this fight. 

“Tn freely responding to my 
appeal you will te giving your 
support to our brothers who for 
long months have notAy upheld 
Great Britain’s past traditions 
and the glory of her arms.” 


ENLISTMENT UP TO 
STRENGTH IN CANADA 
Ottawa, Oct. '21.—Althoush the 
total enlistment is now practical- 
up to the authorized estab- 
lishment of 164,000 men for ex- 
peditionary service, the militia 
department is allowing recruiting 
to go on without regard to the 
formality of a government anth- 
orization or a call for another 
fifty thousand men or so. It is 
probable that this authorization 
will be formally made before long 
bringing the total authorized es- 
ta'dishment of the expeditionary 
forces up to 200,000. Meanwiuile 
recruiting is proceeding satisfac 
torily, and the department is in 
daily receipt of notifications 
from many small communities 
throughout the Dominion, stat 
ing that local units of tweaty 
five men or more are being rais 
ed, and asking for arrangem:nts 
for billeting and training during 
the winter. 
The recruiting movement is _ re- 
ported to be especially strony in

GREECE NOT READY TO GIVE 
HAND TO ALLIES 


London, ‘' October 22.—Greece 
has declined for, the present the 
Allies’ offer to her of Cyprus and 
other concessions, territorial and 
financial,. in return for her ad- 
herence to the Serbo-Greek treaty 
of alliance, which “»would mean 
her military aid to assist in 
meeting the Bulgarian and Aus- 
troGerman attacks against her 
former adly. 

The reply of Greece to the 
offer, which reached the foreign 
office tonight, is a lengthy one, 
and while it has not been made 
public there is reason to believe 
that the Hellenic kingdom bases 
its decision not.to join the Al- 
hes on the ground. that the Ang- 
lo-French force. landed at Salo- 
miki is not, in the Greek govern- 
ment’s opinion, strong enough fer 
the task alloted it. 

The refusal to accept the Al- 
lies’ offer was not unexpected, as 
it has been often stated in offic- 
ial circles that both Roumema 


and Greece. were withholding 
their assistance tuntil the Allies 
either won a decisive victory or 


proved tol the Greeks and Kou- 
mamians their atility to do so, 
or until the operations had reach- 
ed a_ stage which would assure 
them that their countries would 
not be overrun by the forces of 
the central powers or their Turk- 
ish and Balkan allies. 

There is no inclination here or 
im the capitals of other members 
of the quadruple entente powers 
to minimize the seriousness of 
the situation of Serbia. ‘the 
Austro-German and me rian 
campaign is developing owly, 
but the plans are’ pow Brak 
sen/clear. The Austro-German cen- 
tre is advancing down the Mer- 
ava valley from Semendria, while 
the Bulgarians have got across 
this valley to the south and com- 
mand the Belzrade-Nish-Saloaiki 
railway. . The Austro-Germans 
have three other forces:engazed, 
one in the northwest near Sha- 
bats, one at Belgrade, and the 
third, which has not yet crossed 
the Danike, about Orsova. 

The Bulgars also have other 
atmies moving across the frun- 
tier, near Zaetar, Pirot, and 
Nish, and further south near 
Egri, Palanka and Kohane, and 
claim to be already in Veleze, on 
the Vardar river. It is this lat- 
ter force, the Anglo-French 
troops. landed at Saloniki, will 
probably first encounter.

Capt. Pequegnat was on the field of 
Langemarck. The captain was among 
those who ministered to the Canadians 
after the battle, and to one touching 
incident he made reference. Lance- 
Corporal Occomore, of the 48th High- 
landers, killed by gas, died in his 
arms. To a parish priest he applied 
for a spot in the graveyard of the vil- 
lage church in which to bury the Can- 


adian soldier. The priest, without the

In refusing to 

| Austria to send munitions of war 
through Roumania to Turkey the Rou 
manian government gave strong proof 
of its fmendly attitude towards Great 
Britain and ‘\er allies. This has now 
been followed hy similar action on tho 
part of Bulgaria, King Ferdinand hay 
ing aa&sented to a ministerial decree a 
few days ago forbidding the passage 
of war supplies to ‘lurkey through his 
country. Viewed in the light of Prem 
ier Asquith’s outspoken,remarks in 
; the house of commons 
Great Britain was preparing to give 
financial assistance to one or more 
neutral countries which were likely to 


be drawn still closer to the allies, this | 


step by the two Balkan states is high 
ly significant 

Military obsarvers agree that no 
, harder blow has been struck at Tur 
'key than this cutting off of her sup- 
| plies, and the prediction is made that 
| Austria will attempt to force a pass 
age to the Turkish border. Such an 
cffort would result in disaster to the 
enemy, for the slightest offense in this 
direction would pring a declaration of 
war from both Bulgaria and Rou 
mania. It will not be surprising if 
these nations lose little time in enter 
ing the co oflict anyway, for it must 
be plain to them now that their only 
hope of gain is in actively opposing 
the Teutons und their ally.

| Optimistic as we have been in tha 
country, we secm to have been unable 
to see any value worth caring for in 
our non-agriculturai jands. Our vision 
|}waS broad enough years ago, when 
we heard of agricultural lands in tha 
Peace River Valley, to recognize that 
}such lands, while unused at the time, 
would within a decade or two grow 
crops and support a population. We 
may Jook across the futur; to the time

In Brussels the English woman

She faint- 
ed and fell and the officer in 


charge of the squad walked up 
to her prostrate form and fired 
a bullet from his revolver through 
her brain, saving the soltMers 
their unpleasant task. 

'No more coldblooded or heart- 
less act has been recorded since 
the war began. It was such cen- 
duct as meght have teen looked 
for from some savage, barbarian 
tribe without a glimmer of civil 
ization. That it will be avenged 
a thousand-fold before the war 
ends goes without sayimy. Lrit- 
ons will never permit so dastard- 
ly a crime against womanhood 
to remain unpunished.

Rising from his old seat on the 
front opposition bench, the form- 
er attorney general in a few 
words made the house conversant 
with the cause of the ministrial 
crisis which he said was due en- 
tirely to the fact that he found 
himself in complete variance with 
the cabinet an questions of the 
Near Eastern policy. He felt, 
thercfore, that his presence in the 
cabinet) would te a source of 
weaknes; and not strength.

“I need hardly say I] am not 
sugigesting that my views could

of the departmettt'of agriculture 
in connection with, the negotia- 
tions now under way to sell the 
whole Canadian exportable sur 
plus of canned and dressed meats 
to the war office for army and 
navy use. The war office has al 
non undertaken to purchase at 
fixed prices large quantities of 
canned meats through che depart- | 
ment of agriculture, and has in- 
timated that if a Canadian ten. 
der for dressed beef is low en- 
ough large orders will be placed 
through the department of ayri- 
culture for all kinds of chilled 
meats. 

Owing to the lack of refrigera 
tor space and the high ocean 
freight rates and insurance, Can- 
adian dressed beef has for the 
past few months found a market 
only in the States at compara- 
tively low prices. It is under- 
stood that a considerable pcr- 
tion of the Canadian meats sent 
to the States has Leen re-ex 
ported to Great Britain. 

The negotiations now on with 
the war office, look to the send- 
ing of several million dollars of 
the Canadian product direct to 
Great Britain. 

The packers who are here to- 
day agreed to co-operate with the 
department of agriculture, and it 
is lixely that arrangements will 
be made in the near future with 
the war,ofhce for a steady sup- 
ply at remunerative prices trom 
Canada. The department. telieves 
that permanent beneficial results

will follow from the shipment 
now expected and that a large 
amd steady market from Great 


Britain will be secured not only 
during the war, but after it 1s 
over. 

The problem of transportation 
was discussed today and represen- 
tations will be made to the im- 
perial governmént looking to the 
facilitating of shipping arran.ze- 
ments during the war. It is he- 
lieved that the exports of Can- 
adian dressed teef to Great Brit- 
ain can be easily doutiled under 
proper assurances as to market 
and transportation, and if the 
arrangements now im wiew are 
carried out there will be a 
steadying of prices in Canada 
and a very important strm‘ilus 
given to the stock raising indus- 
try. At present the American 
market, which was opened by the 
Wilson tariff, is the chief rel 
ance of the Canadian packers, 
and has resulted in a very con- 
siderable enhanoement of profit. 
But the Umted States has also 
a large exportalle surplus this 
year, and American packers are 
apparently getting into the Brit- 
ish market under - better condit- 
ions than the Canadian packers. 
The department of agriculture is 
mow endeavoring, through the 
co-operation with the Canadian 
packers, to secure a favorable 
and permanent foothold in the 
British market, and to develop a 
direct trade instead of the pres 
ent indirect one via the United 
States. A war office order for 
several milion dollars worth of 
Canadian tin and dressed meats 
is hoped for.

THE PATRIOTIC FUND 

Tf all the indications in con 
nection with the forthcoming 
campaign in connection with the 
North Alterta Patriotic Fund 
prove to be correct, the province 
will not only have the reputa- 
tion throughout the Dominion of 
contributing the largest number 
of recruits in proportion to popu- 
per 
capita contributions of any of the 
provinces. This is the statement 
of John Blue, secretary of the 
Fund, who has travelled through 
a number of districts and as 
sisted at a numer of meetings 
during the past few days. 


The memters of the provincial 
legislature are taking the lead | 
in their constituencces, as last 


ear, but their interest is said to 
be ‘of a far livelier description, 
and in several cases the amounts 
apportioned tol constrtuencies 
may be far exceeded. The urit 
of organivation in each case 1s 
the school section, the help of the 
teachers and hoard of trustees 
being utilized, and from this 
organization radiates a number 


of other organizations all through 


the constituency. Everything 1s 
being carried out systematic ly. 
Lists cf ratepayers are secured. 
Both country committees and 
town committees are formed. 
Nothing is left undone to secure 
the greatest possitle results 


In the country districts the 
farmers are taking up the mat- 
ter with enthusiasm. It was a 


stormy night, for instance, whien 
a mecting was /-reld recently at 
Bears Hill, near Wetaskiwin. 
Only ten actual ratepayers were 
present. But in a few minutes, 
after they had listened to the 
speeches, these ten men actually 
subscribed $150 between them. 
Two nights afterwards, at Haul- 
schoolhouse, there was a 
slightly larger attendance, and 
$198 was subseribed in a very 
short, time.

Pamphlets are being issued in 
French, Russian, German, and 
Scandinavian, so that the ob- 
jects of the Fund can be thor- 
oughly understood by all.

Submarine Campaign 
An Admitted Failure 


Non-Success Is Acknowledged by Ger. 
man Naval Expert 


In line with the Rritish intimation 
of a growing dissatisfaction in Ger- 
many over the diminishing results 
achieved by the Von Tirpitz submar- 
ine is an article by Captain Persius, 
the naval expert of the Berliner Tage- 
blatt, published in its issue of August 
10. The article is more notable since 
Captain Persius has in the past beo. 
one of the most ardent champions and 
Praisers of the U boat warfare 
“It is to be recalled,’’ he says, 
“that in the beginning of February 
{hopes in the submarine warfare rose 
wigh, and it was widely believed that 
just as the British fleet had cut oft 
our imports from  oversens, so our 
submarines would have little adlffi- 
culty in doing the same to England 
A part of our press, unfortunately, is 
responsible for the axaggerated ex 
pressions which the public frequent 
ly hitched to the submarine warfare 
on merchant shfpping. It was often 
emphasized here tlat with an expert 
estimate of the submarine weapon 
and particularly with consideration 
of the quantity and go forth, of our 
submarine fighting forces, the result 
and effects of the new method of 
Warfare could be gathered only after 
a considerable time. Fver and again 
we counselled patienc> 

“How necessary this was is shown 
by the simple fact, which it i: today 
considered unwise to conceal, that 
the result of the activities of our 
|Submarine in warfare on commerce 
is regarded in wide circles—let us 
8ay--as very modest 

“According to an announcement 
by competent authority there were 


sunk up to July 25 by our submarines | 


220 British and 200° other hostile 
ships, that is to say about 14 ships 
a day sne> February 18. The line 
of the submarine warfare results ran 
in strong curves.

enemy ship Was torpedoed. others in | 


which one or mere dozen ships wer 
destroyed Thus the Reuter Burea’ 
reported that in the week ended Aue 
ust 4, six British merchant and nin-= 
fishing vessels were gunk by Ger 
man submarines.

Better Prices 


Banking and Business interests 
Should Co-operate With the 
Farmers 


At a meeting held recently in Win 
nipeg at which representatives of the 
farmers’ organizations of Western 
Canada were present, the matter of 
prices likely to be received for the 
present crop was discussed. It w 
the unanimous opinion of those pres- 
ent that a heavy movement on the part 
of the farmers to sell their grain at the 
present time would be almost certafi 
to force prices to a lower level] and 
that if a more leisurely method of mar 
keting were followed by the farmers 
in the disposal of their grain a better 
average price all round would be se- 
cured for it 

While I was recognized that the 
matter of giving advice on the selling 
of grain is a difficutl one, it was 
thought advisable by all present to 
make a public statement advising the 
farmers of Western Canada, ag far as 
possible, to store a portion of their 
grain on their farms, and, in this way, 
spread the marketing of it over the 
next eight or ten months, rather than 
place it in immense quantities upon 
the market in the next few months 
with the certainty—as far as the pres- 
ent outlook is concerned—of bringing 
prices to a considerably lower level. 

Lake and ocean boat space is more 
scarce than in previous years; rates 
for such space are higher than ever 
before, rates of exchange between 
this country and Eu-ope are also more 
adverse than they have even been and 
undoubtedly the flooding of the mar- 
ket with grain immediately after 
threshing will mean that these charges 
which ultimately have to be paid by 
the farmer, will go higher than ever. 

It was thought advisable to publicly 
request the co-operation of the banks 
and business interests generally tn the 
matter. Their cooperation might take 
the form of extending the time for pay 
ment of liabilities that farmers might 
have to such banks or business inter- 
ests, rather than to force the farmers 
to sell their grain at a sacrifice in or 
der to meet liabilities falling due in 
October and November The banks 
particularly by taking advantage of 
the powers recently conferred could 
meke advances to farmerg on tho se 
curity of grain on the farm. 

If this method of marketing can be 
followed, we feel certain that it) will 
result in a greater monetary return for 
the crop to the farmers of Western 
Canada than will otherwise obtain, 
and it seems apparent that such a re- 
sult will be a direct benefit to every 
business interest in the country, and 
at the same time will insure a steady 
flaw of grain sufficient for the needs 
of the empire.
